your town wants to build a new 
hospital or sewer system at cheap 
interest rates, President Roose- 
velt has a proposition for you. 


He proposed last week a $3,- 


860,000,000 federal lending pro- 
gram in which he earmarked 
$350,000.000 for loans to locali- 
ties and $750,000,000 for invest- 
ment in toll bridges, highways and 
other self-liquidating projects. 


The loans to localities are sim- 


ilar to the old public works pro- 
gram in both procedure and cost 
but there's no free money in it. 


In lieu of the 45 per cent grant 


which the town formerly couk 
get from' PWA, Mr. Roosevelt 
offers a straight loan of the whole 
cost. However, he slashes the in- 
terest rate from the PWA stand- 
ard of 4 per cent to as low as 2 
per cent—or even less, depending 
on how long it will take to pay 
back the money. 


No Fixed Interest 


No fixed interest rate is con- 


templated. The President wants 
to lend money at approximately 
the interest rates available to the 
treasury on its direct borrowing, 
which ranges all the way from 
2% per cent on 12-14 year bonds 
to nothing on three-month bills. 


The President suggested lend- 


ing $150,000,000 in the year begin- 
ning July 1 and another $200,000,- 
000 in the succeeding year. As the 
first borrowers repaid some of the 
money, it would be available for 
lending again. 


Projects mean jobs, and that's 


one reason why the President sug- 
gested them. PWA officials figure 
that they have given directly 1,- 
840,000,000 hours of work 
at 


wages totaling $1,413,000,000. But 
for every hour's work at the site 
of the project, PWA research in- 
dicates, factory workers making 
the materials get 2VX hours' labor. 


The express highway feature 


of the President's program is 
newer and less is known about it, 
except that it grew out of a pro- 
posal of former Senator Bulkley 
(D., Ohio) and others to build six 
superhighways across the coun- 
try. The Bureau of Public Roads, 
in 
a 212-page 
report, 
turned 


thumbs down on superhighways 
clear across the country but said 
there were some important high- 
way jobs done that looked as if 
they might pay for themselves. 


Boston to Washington 


The bureau suggested the most 


likely route to try, because of 
traffic and road conditions, would 
be .from Boston to Washington. 
Parts of this route are almost 
certain to be included in the pro- 
gram. 


Toll roads date back to colonial 


days, but in recent years 
the 


states have tried to build as much 
free mileage as possible. The toll 
road idea recurs now because of 
the opportunity to put men to 
work 
building them and 
the 


thought that the toll system might 
make available in the next few 
years needed improvements which i 
otherwise might not be financially 
possible for a long time. 


Toll bridges and tunnels and 


other self-paying highway projects 
are on the program. Through a 
new corporation, probably to be 
known as the federal toll author- 
ity, the government would build 
the roads and collect the tolls 
itself until the cost was paid off. 


A toll rate of one cent a mile 


for passenger cars and 3.5 cents 
for each truck has been termed 
reasonable by the bureau of pub- 
lic roads. A thousand-mile toll 
trip in a passenger car, for in- 
stance 
f r o m 
Washington to 


Omaha, Neb., would cost 510. 


In addition to tolls, profits from 


the sale of land along the new 
right-of-ways also would be used 
to finance the construction.

The Court of Appeals has held unconstitu- 


tional the budget adopted by the Republican 
Legislature. The ruling was on substituting 
lump sums in place of itemized appropriations 
.and was not on the effort to reduce the 
budget The State's highest tribunal did not 
rule that the economy effort was illegal.

Dr. Dafoe, it appears, doesn't spank his 


little girls, and doesn't let anybody else do 
so. Nurses and teachers are required to use 
reason rather than force. 


And what is "reason" in this model kin- 


dergarten? "When the girls are naughty," 
the doctor explains, "we just make them sit 
alone for a while. That works well." 


Ostracism or isolation is a natural and 


severe punishment for social-minded people 
—and nearly all of us, good or bad, have 
social instincts. We try it often in our pris- 
ons. Solitary confinement is usually the last 
resort in the case of a rebellious and trouble- 
some prisoner. 


But often it doesn't work with grown-ups. 


Maybe that is because the procedure started 
too late in life. A little "sitting alone" in 
childhood, imposed not in anger but as a 
natural result of unsociable conduct, might 
accomplish more than a great deal of it later 
on. 


When a large city, Philadelphia, decided to less- 


en the death rate from appendicitis, the simple sug- 
gestions to the citizens when they had "stomach 
ache" lasting more than an hour or two were, (a) 
call a doctor, (b) eat no food, (c) take no purga- 
tive. By following these simple rules the death rate 
from appendicitis was so greatly reduced that other 
cities and municipalities are now making similar 
drives against this dangerous ailment. 


Recently, one of our largest insurance companies 


started a campaign to prevent deaths from appen- 
dicitis and as it has branches throughout the entire 
world, thousands of lives should be saved yearly. 


"It may be only a stomach ache, but if you want 


to be safe, call a doctor. Remain quiet and apply 
an ice bag to the abdomen. Do not take a laxative, 
food, or medicine. These simple rules are based on 
sound medical expermece, reinforced by a recent 
study of health authorities." 


It has been found that self treatment is respon- 


sible for a large number of deaths and most of 
these could be prevented by calling a doctor and re- 
ceiving surgical care when needed. 
'The appendicitis survey shows that in a group 


of appendicitis patients among those who received 
no laxatives only one died out of 64. When one laxa- 
tive was taken, the deaths were one out of 18, while 
among those who received more than one dose, one 
death occurred in 11 patients," 


The study also revealed that when patients did 


not enter hospital for two or three days after an 
attack, the death rate was three times as great as 
among patients who were admitted to hospital 
within the first 24 hours." 


The advice to call the doctor and give no laxa- 


tives, food, or medicine of any kind can be followed 
by everyone even should ice to put on the abdomen 
not be available. * 


Remember, any persistent pain in the abdomen 


may be due to appendicitis, so that the above sug- 
gestions should be followed in all such cases. 


The "usual" symptoms are pain in the pit of the 


stomach which gradually moves down to lower right 
side of abdomen and stays there.

The wooden hull of the "Union" 


vas built by Bishop and Simon- 
on of New York in the year 1833, 
but the records fail to show the 
name of the builder of her engine. 
The available dimensions portray 
her as a vessel measuring 124 fee 
long. 24 feet wide, depth of hole 
eight feet, and a gross tonnag 
rating of 201. From these dimen 
sions it can be seen that tht 
Union was a small-size vessel usec 
for passenger service.

soon after she was launched, ant

Old Volumes Yield Data 


On Ritchie's Expulsion 


More information concerning the 
ircumstances of the expulsion of 
Jeorge Gavin Eitchie from Madi- 
on 'university, now Colgate, In 1847, 
or editing a paper favoring aboli- 
ion and equal suffrage, has been ch- 
ained through research in musty 
Id volumes. It supplements infor- 
mation turned up last January, ac- 
ordi-g to .the New Vork Times. 
This student martyr, fighting for 


freedom of the press and the right 
to print his own opinions against 
slavery, left the university in dis- 
grace and died six years later. 


But there were those who fought j 


for him. Howard Williams, instruc- ' 
tor in history, has discovered min- 
ut"S of a students' association meet- 
ing on February 5,1847, at which the 
question of backing or repudiating 
Ritchie was brought up. These min- 
utes record the proposition that was 
put before the association. 


"Whereas, the faculty have per- 


mitted a paper called 'The Hamil- 
ton Student' to be started at the uni- 
versity and which has gone forth 
to the public bearing the name of 
the university and purporting to be 
conducted by its members. 


"Whereas, Mr. Ritchie having vi- 


olated the stipulation upon which 
said mission was granted and hav- 
ing been expelled from the univer- 
sity for contumacy and rebellion, 
is now publishing a paper by the 
same name and purporting to be 
from the uni'-srsity, therefore, 


"Ee it resolved, that we.respect- 


fully reauest the faculty to disabuse 
the public of this imposition." 


Even after being expelled Ritchie 


had continued to publish the paper, 
with such a noted abolitionist as 
Gerrit Smith of Peterboro, nearby, 
supporting him. 
When the question 


was brought to a vote before the 
students it was passed, 79 to 33.

An Echo-Less Dome 


One of the few echo-less domes in 


the world covers the star-studdec 
Planetarium at the New York Mu- 
seum of Natural History. This fa- 
mous dome duplicates the bowl of 
the sky; when a complex lantern 
slide machine on the floor below it 
projects images of stars and plan- 
ets on its surface, an actual night 
sky is approximated. A lecturer 
identifies the various constellations 
with a pointer of light for his listen- 
ers. In order to enable the speaker to 
be heard, however, it was necessary 
to eliminate the discord and echo 
which would have been set up by 
the waves ot his voice striking 
agains' the nmnded surface of the 
dome. To eliminate the echo in the 
Planetarium dome, it was lined with 
mineral wool, a soft, fluffy material 
that is widely used to insulate the 
side walls and top floor ceilings of 
homes. The mineral wool acts like 
a sound cushion. Sound waves strik- 
ing it are swallowed up and ab- 
sorbed, instead of being bounced 
back tn annnv thrur hxitn-
